Good  Afternoon, 


SECSD  has  received  the  below  request  to  provide  support  for  a  FilmLA  public  area  closure/film  permit  for  the  Street  Level  side  of 
City  Hall  East,  to  include  the  Main  Street  plaza  and  north  and  south  sides.  The  City  has  issued  a  filming/closure  permit  for  this 
property  for  January  17-19  (for  set,  film  and  break  down).  Subsequent  to  this,  a  request  has  been  made  for  SECSD  to  ensure  removal 
of  the  homeless  encampments  in  this  area  to  allow  for  the  filming  (see  attached  photos). 


SECSD  is  seeking  guidance  on  the  posture  we  should  take  in  regards  to  this  request  and  issue.  The  issuance  of  such  a  permit  by  the 
City  allows  for  the  closure  to  the  public,  restricted  access  even  to  authorized  employees  of  the  building,  the  removal  of  vehicles 
left  parked  in  violation  of  temporary  no  parking  signs,  etc.  SECSD,  with  some  frequency,  assists  in  enforcing  these  restrictions  in 
conformity  with  filming  permits  issued  for  the  various  municipal  facilities  for  which  we  are  responsible. 


However,  the  permit  requirements  in  this  instance  are  in  conflict  with  the  current  Department  enforcement  posture  for  homeless, 
especially  considering  the  added  weather  allowances  which  holds  the  daytime  provisions  of  the  Jones  decision  in  abeyance  and  permits 
tents  to  remain  up  24  hours.  Thus,  we  are  requesting  guidance,  and  if  possible  assistance  (perhaps  from  OCB  Hope  teams?),  should  the 
determination  be  made  to  support/enforce  the  permit  and  require  the  movement  of  these  encampments  by  Thursday.  We  estimate  the 
impacted  population  is  currently  a  minimum  of  25-30,  but  we  believe  that  number  likely  grows  significantly  during  the  nighttime 
hours . 


My  Special  Events  Unit  will  be  accompanying  various  FilmLA  personnel  on  a  meeting  and  walk  through  tomorrow  where  these  issues  will 
be  discussed,  so  any  guidance  we  could  get  in  preparation  for  this  would  be  greatly  appreciated.
